church are contained in a booklet 
prepared especially for distribution 
during the anniversary celebration. 
The booklet was written by Dr. Rob­ 
ert Fortenbaugh. head of the de­ 
partment of history at Gettysburg 
college and a member of the con­ 
gregation. 
Tile work is titled “A 
History of Christ’s Evangelical Luth­ 
eran congregation of Gettysburg, 
i Pa.” 
In his account of the background 
and organization of Christ church, 
Dr. Fortenbaugh writes that the 
local church grew and developed out 
of a situation that had as its two 
outstanding characteristics the west­ 
ward movement of the population 
into the ever-receding back-coun­ 
try and the recognized necessity for 
the introduction of English as the 
language of the Lutheran church in 
America and of American practices 
in its operation. 
Building Preceded Organization 
After 
mentioning other earlier 
Lutheran congregations in the coun­ 
ty, Doctor Fortenbaugh states that 
the founding of tile Lutheran educa­ 
tional institutions profoundly affect­ 
ed the future of Lutheranism in Get­ 
tysburg. and changed the religious 
complexion of the whole community. 
Differences developed between “the 
said old Germans” and the college 
people and in the early 1830’s it was 
decided that the trouble could be 
solved by the erection of another 
building by the English portion of 
the old congregation. 
"Christ's church is unusual in that 
its building (the present one) was 
erected before the organization of 
the congregation. In January, 1835, 
"Articles of Association for the erec­ 
tion of an English Lutheran church 
in the borough of Gettysburg” were 
drawn up by Dr. S. S. Schmucker 
and signed by himself and C. P. 
Krauth, 8. Fahnestock, Samuel H. 
Buehler, D. Gilbert, M. Jacobs. G. 
Shryock, Andrew Policy and H. I. 
Baugher. 
By August of that year 
$1,817.50 had been collected for pew 
j rents before a building had been 
erected, Doctor Fortenbaugh relates. 
Building Cost 6,993 
In February, 1835, a committee re­ 
ported on three proposed sites for the 


J bidding that was planned and at 
I first selection was made of a Markle 
i property on Baltimore street, but it 
later developed that a clear title 
could not be secured and at a later 
meeting, after much balloting, the 
present site was decided upon. 
It 
was then owned by Walter Smith. 
The church was staked off and laid 
out, May 18, 1835; foundation com­ 
menced, June 26, 1835; corner stone 
laid August 19. 1835. and building 
consecrated. November 6. 1836. Tile 
total cost of the building, lot. bell, 
furnace, fences, paving and fur­ 
nishing is given at $6,992. 
On the day the building was con­ 
secrated, notice was given from the 
pulpit of a meeting to be held two 
days later “for the purpose of or- 
| ganizing an English Evangelical Lu- 
j theran congregation. 
In November 
of 1836 the Rev. Benjamin Keller 
I was elected as the first pastor of the 
j congregation and received a salary 
j of $100 annually. The young con­ 
gregation found the financial prob- 
j lem serious, with interest as the 
I largest expense item. 
The chief 
] source of support was from pew 
rents.

pastor until his resignation in 1839. 
Then it was decided that the con­ 
gregation was not financially able 
to pay a pastor and professors of the 
seminary and college were request­ 
ed to supply the pulpit. In 1841 Pro­ 
fessor H. L. Baugh accepted the po­ 
sition of pastor at $50 per year and 
served until 1852. 
The records of the Sunday school 
of Christ church show that it is the 
continuation of what, was originally 
a union school, established in 1827 
through the efforts of the students 
of the seminary. First mention of a 
choir is found in the minutes of the 
church council in January, 1837. 
At a meeting on September 14. 
1838, the council resolved that for 
every service in the church the bell 
should be rung twice. The interest­ 
ing history of that bell is related as 
follows by Doctor Fortenbaugh: 
"There is no reason to doubt that 
the bell still in use is the bell whose 
cost is listed in the financial ac­ 
count, 
dated 
November 
6, 
1836 
($204.50). 
Nor is there any reason 
to doubt the commonly accepted 
view that it was one of a number 
of confiscated convent bells brought 
to this country and sold, some of 
them to Protestant churches. Why 
the tradition is that they were 
brought from Portugal is not clear, 
for the inscriptions, except where 
they are Latin, are Spanish. Around 
the crown Is the Latin inscription 
which may be translated: ‘Mary of 
the Conception, by thine immacu­ 
late conception, Virgin Mother of 
God, defend us from the malignant 
foe.’ Around the rim is the Span­ 
ish inscription: ‘This bell was hung 
while the M. R. M. (Most Reverend 
Mother) Sister Anna Euphemia Iz- 
quierdo and Faura was abbess in the 
year 1788.’ 
The circle of the rim 
bears a Latin inscription which is 
translated: He hath put down the 
mighty from their thrones.’ On the 
center of the bell, directly opposite 
the double cross is a figure of the 
Mother and Child in relief. It has 
been said that the bell of Conewago 
Chapel is of the same consignment 
as the Christ church bell.” 
Church Hit During Battle 
The history lists successive pastor­ 
ates and relates that during the bat­ 
tle of Gettysburg the church was 
struck once, but was "not materially 
damaged.” 
When private houses 
could not accommodate the wounded 
that were carried into the towrn dur­ 
ing the battle, Christ church, the 
nearest to the scene of conflict, was 
the first one opened as a hospital 
and was occupied at once and for 
nearly six w’eeks afterwards by the 
Second Division of the First Corps. 
More than 140 men were cared for in 
I the church. 
Resulting damage to
